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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-2 and 15 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. Claims 1-2, 6-8, and 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
DE10039144. 

The claims are anticipated by the reference in that the reference discloses a powder mixture for 
laser sintering comprising iron powder and powder of alloying elements, where Ni from 0 to 10%, Cu 
from 0 to 10% and graphite from 0.01 to 2% are present as alloying elements, see [0008] and claim 3. 

Regarding claim 6, the reference discloses the powder mixture having the particle size as 
claimed, see [0011] and claim 6. 

Regarding claims 7-8, the reference discloses the claimed limitations in paragraph [0014]. 

Regarding claim 12, the powder mixture disclosed can be atomized and/or ground powder, see 
paragraph [0010]. 

As for claim 13, the reference teaches the presence of other alloying element such as Mo, Cr, W, 
V, and Ti, which are known in the art as carbide former. 

As for claim 14, the reference disclosed the claimed method in paragraph [0018]. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented 
and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over DE10039144. 

The reference teaches the powder mixture substantially as claimed. The difference between the 
claim and the reference is that the reference does not specifically teach Cu and Ni having the claimed 
weight percent ranges. However since the reference teaches the powder mixture with constituents 
whose wt% ranges overlap those recited by the claims; such overlapping range renders applicant's 
composition prima facie obvious despite difference in non-overlapping areas, see In re Malaqari, 499 F.2d 
1297, 1303, 182 USPQ 549, 553 (CCPA 1974). 

6. Claims 4-5 and 9-11 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
